The Views of General Scott. 

Accoiding to a disnatch from Washington 
General Scott has given the Piesident an elabo 
rate opinion in relerence to the present condition 
ol the military delenses of the country, and what 
should be d- ne in view of possible contingencies. 
He depre c ites Secession, andbegs his o»n State of 
Virginia lo pause anil bear'the ills she ha« rather 
than fly to those she knows not of. But if seces 
sion occurs, he says it will result in the formation 
ol not two, but four distinct nationalities. These 
are as follows: First — New York, New Fngland, 
Pennsylvania. Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa, and 
Minnesota. The second will consist of Indiana, 
Illinois, Ohio, Western Virginia, and so along 
down the Blue Ridge, taking in Western Florida, 
Alabama. Missis-ippi, Louisiana, Tennessee, Ar 
kanSM, Kentucky, Missouri, and Texas. The 
third s ill consist ol South Ciroliua, Georgia, 
E.st Florida, Kastern Virginia, and perhaps 
Maryland and Delaware. The Pacific States will 
consiilH! e the fourth. 

The General treats the exclusion of the grain 
growing States ot the West Imm a direct com- 
munication with the Gull of Mexico as an impos- 
sibilitv. They will h ve free course to go down 
the Mississippi, and will insist upon Peusacola as a 
j .aval depot- The General also gives an elaborate 
statement of the disposition of the military forces 
of the nation, and the conditiou and needs of ihe 
fortified places.

Charleston, Dee. 19. — The Convention reas- 
sembled this m irning. 
Dr. Curtis prayed. 

Oiiehnnlred and sixty delegates, on the call of 
the roll, were found to be present. 

The President submitted k letter from Mr. A. 
Hughes, postmaster at Charleston, ottering a 
messenger to facilitate the delivery of mail mat- 
ter to the members of the Convention. 

The President read a letter from linn. John 
E'lmwe, Commissioner from Alabama, inclosing 
a telegraphic dispatch from Gov. Moore, dated 
Montgomery, Ala., 1'th inst. It was as follows: 

"To Hon. John A. Ellmore: Tell the Con- 
vention to lis en to no proposition for compromise 
or delay. Signed Governor Moore." 

The dispatch was greeted with loud applause, 
and subsequently was referred to the Commit- 
tee of an address to the people of the Southern 
States. 

J. P. Reed introduced a resolution, first order- 
ing the President to appoint a cashier and deputy 
cashier; second, ordering the Clerk to superin- 
tend the printing of the Convention; third, that 
rep ft era for public journals be allowed access to 
the hall for the purpose of reporting; fourth, that 
the regular hour of rneeting be at 10 o'clock, 
subject to a special order; fifth, that an alphabeti- 
cal list of 'members, with their post-office address, 
be printed; sixth, that a journal be published 
and laid on the tables of the members beloie the 
tint" of meeting. 

Mr. Keitt moved to amend by sabstituting 1 1 
o'clock- Accepted.

consequences to the other States. 

Washington, Dec. 20. — Senate. — Mr. Clark 
moved to take up his resolution of inquiry- 
Mr. Kennedy thought that the resolution would 
take up too much time. 

Mr. Trumbull said that there were nothing but 
simple inquiries in the lesolutions, and there 
would be no objection to taking them up.

Mr. Hunter wanted it postponed until we sec 
whether the Committee of Thirty Three do any- 
thing to allay the excitement. 

Mr. Mason said that he supposed the object of 
the mover was, after he got the information, by 
another resolution lo require that troops be sent 
to the forts 

Mr. Davis contended that the inquiries were 
improper to make of the President. The Presi- 
dent could not send troops now without bringing 
about a c dlision. 

The special order — Mr. Johuson's resolutions 
— wai taken up. 

Mr. Pu »h spoke «t lenith in reply to srgumenis 
of his colleague, Mr. Wade, denouncing the 
speech of the Senator as inflammatory. He charg 
ed that the Republic in party so conducted them- 
selves as to iuspire alarm. The .difficulty is that 
the South has read, and read too much of that 
party. Hedid not regard the Personal Liberty 
bills of any practical value, only as their object 
could be to insult the Southern States. Here 
ferred to the decision of Gov. Dennison, tod s nd 
he had done entirely wrong, and now, when the 
Senator from Kentucky came forward with a fair 
line of partition, wc have not heard one voice in 
favor of it from the Republican side. Why could 
not gentlemen come forward and meet it fairly? 
There could be no objections to tho proposition 
of the Senator from Kentucky, except lo carry 
on intestine strife He did not design to offend 
the Senatots of tint party, but to show the vast 
responsibility re-ting on them. They have the 
power. All opposing parties are shattered. His 
colleague said that the day of compromises had 
passed. If so, the day of the Union w as passed, 
for the Union was founded on compromises. His 
colleague complains of the weakness of past 
compromises. Then, let us put this where il can- 
not be broken — into the Constitution ol the I ni 
ted States. He hoped, so far as the territorial 
question was concerned, that all parties would 
unite on the basis of the resolutions of Mr. Crit- 
tenden Thus this question, which has distracted 
us so long, will be put at rest forever. He called 
on those living in the distant Slates to help avert 
civil war, a calamity which would fill on the bor- 
der States He would not debate the right of 
secession. He thought this was the path of duty 
and wisdom. He believed that in theprogramme 
of his colleague we shall be driven to the verge 
of ruin. Separate Confederacies had no charm 
for him. 

Mr. Nicholson got the floor and the matter 
was postponed. 

The Vice President announced the committee 
on Powell's resolution, viz; Messrs. Powell, 
Hunter, Crittenden, Seward, Douglas, Toombs, 
Collaraer, Davis, Higlar, Rice, Doolittle, and 
Grimes. 

Mr. Davis was excused l y request, owing to 
the condition in which his Slate stood. 

After an executive session the Senate adjourn- 
ed.

Resolved, That the President be requested to 
communicate lo this House what information he 
hasreceived, either verbally or in writing, to the 
effect that if the forts at Charleston are further 
reinforced, they will be taken by any force or 
authority hostile to the authority and supremacy 
of the United States. [Excitement on the South- 
ern side:]

The Speaker said that neither debate nor the 
resolution were now in order. The latter cau be 
taken up at another time.

— The Pony Express, 
with California dates to the tith inst., passed here 
at 2 o'clock this morning. The Pony Express, 
with Si. Louis dates to the 21st ull., and Furl 
Kearney to the 23d, arrived at Sau Francisco on 
the 4th inst. 

The Secretary of State on the 3d inst. opened 
snd counted the official returns of the late elec- 
tion; de> hiring the following result: Total vote, 
119,807; Lincoln, 3rJ,72l; Douglas, 37,9e4; 
Breckinridge, 33,971; Hell, 9,113; scattering, 17. 

The people voted against calling a Om-tilu 
tional Convention by a majority of only 173. 
The vole for paying the Slate debt was largely 
in the affirmative. The debt amounts to between 
$200,000 and $300,000.
